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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1. Applicant's election of Species A and sub-species Aii in Paper No. 1 1 (dated 
07/07/2003) is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election 
without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 



2. Figure 3 1 should be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art— because only that which 
is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the light absorbing layer (claim 21) 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 



A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
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5. Claims 4, 10, 14, 15 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 4, it is confusing and unclear how a dichroic circular polarizing 
layer can be transmitted/absorbed light component of one direction while the dichroic circular 
polarizing layer has a function of transmitted/reflected light component of one direction, either 
right or left in based claim 1 . Correction to the language is suggested to clarify the claimed 
subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1, 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Heinze, 
US Patent No. 5,751,385. 

The above claims are anticipated by Heinze' s figures 3 and 4 which disclose a liquid 
crystal display (LCD) device comprising: 

. a dichroic circular polarizing layer (52); 
. an LCD cell (48); 

. a circular polarization separation layer (44); 
. a light absorbing layer (42); 
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. a light source (lamp). 



Allowable Subject Matter 



8. Claims 4, 10, 14-15 and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Claims 4, 10, 14-15 and 19 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

10. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
none of the prior art of record discloses or suggests alone or in combination that a liquid crystal 
display device comprising a dichroic circular polarizing layer, a circular polarization separation 
layer, an LCD cell having an effect of shifting a circularly polarized light phase of incident light 
substantially by 0 to 7C when electrical field is applied to the liquid crystal layer so as to change 
the retardation value thereof.
